Further Experiments With Inven- 
tion Before Proposed Ocean’ Trip 
From Algeria to Buenos Aires.

MARSEILLES, France, March 
22.—Exhaustive tests will be made 
in the vinicity of Marseilles before 
the hydro-glider, called the ‘sea 
flea,’’ is ready for its proposed at- 
tempt to skim the ocean surface 
from Oran, Algeria to Dakar, Se- 
negal, on the West coast of Afri- 
ca, and thence to Buenos Aires.

GALLONS OF BLOOD IN MINUTE 


Professor Finds Energy of Runner 
Would Project Body 144 
Feet in ‘Air. 


NEW YORK, March 22.—The 
first successful scientific measure- 
ment in horsepower of the energy 
expended by dn athlete in action 
is announced in an article by A. 
H. Hill, professor of physiology at 
University College, London, in the 


current issue of the  Selientific 
Ametican. 
Prof. Hill, a Nobel prize winner 


in medicine, found the-athiete ex- 
pends 80,000-foot pounds of ener- 
gy in running 100 yards in 11 sec- 
onds—‘“enough,’ if employed with 
a mechanical efficiency of 25 per 
cent, to raise the subject’s body 
(about 140 pounds) 144 feet into 
the air.”” During a prolonged ath- 
athlete’s heart 
pumps blood at the rate of 14 to. 
18. gallons a minute, the article 
states. :

The one on which 
most stress was laid in the trial, 
the brief states, was insubordina- 
tion, in that Wall refused to give 
consideration to the Mayor's de- 
mand for the discharge of Raif 
Toensfeldt, chief electrical engineer 
of the department. 

Argument as to Toensfeldt. 

“We respectfully submit,” the 
brief states, “that in issuing this 
order, Your Honor was acting en- 
tirely beyond his power, and that 
in refusing to obey it, Mr. Wall 
was not only within his right, but 
was only performing his sworn 
duty. Mr. Wall has taken an oath 
that he will be influenced only by 
the consideration of fitness in the 
appointment, promotion, demotion, 
suspension or discharge of officers 
or employes. Discharge of a faith- 
ful, efficient employe, merely be- 
cause the Mayor ordered it, would 
have been in plain violation of his 
oath. 

“The evidence showed conclu- 
sively,”” the brief declares, ”°"“that 
Mr. Toensfeldt was entirely gullt- 
less of any fault, and that if the 
order had been obeyed, it would 
have been very unfortunate for 
our city.” The point is also made

Despite Practical Supervision and Economi- 
cal Methods, Samuel Insull’s 4300 Acres 


Always Have Shown Loss. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, March 22.—Samuel 
Insull, public utilities magnate, 


who can make millions despite ad- 
vancing labor and material costs 
and the repressive influence of va- 
rious rate-regulating commissions, 
finds he cannot get out of the “red 
ink” on his splendid 4300-acre 
farm near Libertyviile, Ill. 

Ingull ig perplexed. His great 
farm is operated on the most eco- 
nomical basis by practical farmers. 
Pennies are counted just as closely 
as op any little 20-acre place, Yet 
for the last 11 years, the losses 
have not been less than an average 
of $5.22 an acre for the gatire 
farm. Last year the average loss 
per acre was $16.32 and in 1923 it 
was even more. These figures do 
not include taxes, interest, insur- 


ance and depreciation on buildings 
and mechinery. 

“T have serious doubts,’ said In- 
sull, before his departure for Eu- 
rope, “whether‘any farmer is able 
to show that he’and his family are 
receiving ordinary day wages if 
he. keeps proper accounts of costs 
and charges the time of his fami- 
ly and himself against farm opera- 
tion at rates of pay that are com- 
parable with those prevailing in his

OIL CITY, Pa., March 22.—In-
